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The United States can easily be turned into a fascist nation at the stroke of a pen under the 
provisions of the Federal Emergency Management Act. What is being planned is cloaked in 
secrecy, but what has been revealed is frightening: suspension of our Constitutional rights; arrest of 
political dissenters without habeas corpus; and concentration camps, designed to hold millions of 
people, which are being readied all over the U.S. No approval by congress or state or local 
government is necessary to execute the plan. 


Even local military or police authorities can declare martial law without consulting higher authority.

Freda was an old cold warrior from Reagan's California days whose specialty was suppression of unrest and 
dissent Lois Geoffrey de who's a friend of Eddie's from California who likes to be called general although he 
was never a general in any military organization he lobbies he lectures he goes on television he's open 
openly demanding legislation that would create a give him the power so that in time of national emergency 
he can go in and declare martial law and he advocates martial law and he can he can lay a curfew on a town 
and put the National Guard on street corners and shoot people down in the streets he is openly advocating 
this and and he's not talking about doing it in nicaragua or El Salvador he's talking about doing it in our 
country martial law ships control from civilians to the

programs scenarios a view of the world that was coherently based on this paranoid view of the i call it the 
onion ring theory of domestic dissent you know because if you keep peeling away the layers of honest 
people you find a commie inside you know that what happened is that they simply now that they had the 
power to implement this on a national scale they did so gia Freda north and George Bush began to turn 
FEMA into an instrument of domestic anti-terrorism you're dealing with a group of people in the Reagan 
administration who equated political dissent with treason and who cannot differentiate between emergency 
procedures which | think everyone agrees are necessary and suppressing political dissent and with North 
and Poindexter and Casey you had a group of people who saw Americans who disagree with them as the 
enemy Alexander Coburn in in these times reports that G Alfredo attended the Army War College in 1970 
and their wrote a paper advocating martial law in the case of a uprising by black militants along with 
Roundup and transfer to assembly centers of relocation camps at least 21 million

program of the Reagan administration's actually FEMA had been set up by Carter Joe Carter set up just for 
just for you know to take care of emergencies that right or big Wars something like this but the Reagan i'ts 
came in there and they they they installed there they brought jail fraida from California rise world view right 
and so what did they do what did FEMA set up and now what is the status today well what they set up was a 
series of structures for emergency management being localized outside of either the control of Congress or 
in fact the executive branch as a unit and they set up a parallel structure to manage society in the case of a 
crisis which did not necessarily have to react to the input of Congress or necessarily react to the inputted 
president but could actually be a person not the president and not responding to Congress could then take 
over emergency management of accounting a city of state or in fact the whole country a fairly authoritarian 
worldview here operating and that the the means of doing this was achieved through a series of laws and 
executive orders that were passed first proposed as a package and rejected as much too authoritarian and 
then simply slip through one at a time in different bills the spotlight has a eight page special on the whole 
aspect of listening it says that what FEMA has done is to set up a parallel government and all these people 
are trained and people at the state and local levels are trained also and particularly the police organizations 
but people are trained so that when the president gives the word and of course all he has to do is give the 
word that he doesn't have to get common congressional approval he says it's a national emergency then

authorities so that they can suspend civil liberties on a local basis of your liver whenever they want to | think 
one of the most key elements of it is nationalizing in essence the National Guard and taking away control of 
the National Guard in a time of emergency from the governor who is of course responding to an electorate 
and placing the control directly into the military who is not responding to either Congress or the president but 
potentially a group of emergency managers in some little bunker someplace who take control of America in 
the name of Congress in the presidency until things are back under control now there's scenario this is a little 
bit like dr. Strangelove exactly where they the military would take over and in fact there's scenarios were 
nuclear war that after a nuclear war you would need some group to try to get production organized or save 
lives etc but well that was under Carter yeah that was that was the theory is real this this was at the origin of 
this but they also talked about national emergencies like during
